Be- 
sides the pedestrians there are five trans- 
portation lines using the structure, and dur- 
ing the evening rush these send over one car 
a minute. 
Three blasts’ from the whistle of the 
steamer Colin Campbell at the Randolph 
street bridge warned those afoot they had 
better make haste or be blockaded, and, as 
usual, the whole line, for a block, made a 
run for it. Most of those who heard the 
signal to open the bridge reached the other 
side, but a hundred concluded to ride around 
with the turn and a few agile ones, at the 
last moment, rushed upon the passing cor- 
ner. 
There was no hitch in making the first 
turn, and the steamer passed by speedily. 
Bridgetender Williams turned the little 
wheel in his cabin at the center of the bridge 
and the double-decked structure commenced 
turning. There was a flash from the dy- 
namo-room just underneath, and the 
„% draw made a sudden stop. 
Some one said something forcible and the 
phrase found an echo among many of the 
hundred prisoners.

ONE STORY BRYAN HAS KOT DENIED. 


He Is Faced by a Man Who Says He Re- 
ferred to Workingmen as 
“Public Beggars.” 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 26.—[Special.}—James 
L. Campbell, Chief Factory Inspector of 
Pennsylvania, has just returned from acam- 
paigning tour in the gas belt of Indiana. 

When he spoke in Elwood, Oct. 20, he re- 
ceived a letter from the Popocratic City com- 
mittee, headed by Postmaster Harpit, chal-

ANNUAL REPORT OF CAPT. SAMPSON, 


Chief of Naval Ordnance Buteat Re- 
ports Much Important Work Dur- 
ing the Last Fiscal Year, 


Washington, D.C., Oct, 26.—The annual 
report of Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Na- 
val Ordnance Bureau, shows a great deal of 
work has been done during the last fiscal 
year towards the armament of ships of the 
na vy. N 

Up to date the bureau has built 450 guns 
of larger caliber, has eighty-nine partly 
completed, and has condemned only two. 
All of the six-inch guns on hand are to be 
converted into rapid-firing guns as soon 
as funds are available, 

The appropriation of $250,000 for reserve 
guns is being utilized to construct two 8 
inch, two 12-inch, and two 13-inch guns, and 
these, with those previously authorized, will 
supply the needs of the naval service for 
some time, leaving the only appropriation 
needed that for guns to arm the auxiliary 
cruisers. Much difficulty has been experi- 
enced with brown powder in the large cali- 
ber guns and an escape from this by the in- 
troduction of smokeless powder ot this type 
for the use of the smaller calibers is now be- 
ing made and it will be issued soon for all 
calibers up to six inches. 

A large number of five and six inch. project- 
nes is still needed and the bureau strongly 
urges that it be authorized to acquire a 
reserve store, as the projectiles improve by

Nearly all of the introductory speeches 
referred to the coercion charge % r. Bry- 
an, and several spokesmen challenged the 
proof for a single case of coercion. 

Maj. McKinley again referred to the charge 
of forcing employés, saying: There are 


some people who seem to think that the best 


way to get on in this world is to be against 
one another and that there is natural an- 
tagonism between those who employ labor 
and those who are employed. They are dis- 
turbed whenever they discover that the em- 
ployer of labor and labor itself are on good 
terms, and whenever that occurs they com- 
mence crying coercion. It is not coercion; 
it is cobperation, the one working with the 
other for the public good and for their ad- 
vantages severally.“ This and similar sen- 
tences were received with tumultuous ap- 
plause, cheering, and waving of flags. 


Railway Men Greet Him. 


The first delegation to greet Maj. McKin- 
ley came from Indiana and was composed 
of the railway men’s gold standard clubs 
of Seymour, North Vernon, and Washing- 
ton, Ind. The party came in a special train 
of six coachos, which had been on the way 
since 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon: The 
men for:the most part were employés of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern. 
Their spokesman was O. W. Montgomery of 
Seymour. 

While the Indiana people were being ad- 
dressed a large delegation of employés of 
the Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling rail- 
road, from the shops, from the -docks at 
Lorain, and from along the line, waited in 
the street at the foot of the hill. This party 
was introduced by L. H. Eddy, a locomo- 
tive engineer as being stanch supporters 
of the Republican party in the present cam- 
paign, representing all branches of railroad 
work. NS 

While the Ohio railragad men were being 
addressed the shouts and cheers and the 


music of the bands with the New Jersey 


delegations. were heard approaching the 
house. The Ohioans crossed the street to 
the lawn on the opposite side to make room 
for the new arrivals, and reviewed the mag- 
nificent parade, to which Maj. McKinley 
bowed his acknowledgments from a table 
at the front of the yard, the little reviewing 
stand ordinarily used not having been re- 
erected. ay | 

The conspicuous feature of the New Jer- 
sey delegation was the splendidly uniformed 
and drilled marching club, the Frelighuy- 
sen escort of Newark. The streets were 
well filled with spectators as this crowd 
passed, and cheer after cheer was given 
the club. John B. Gibson of Newark intro- 
duced the New Jersey party. 

The next delegation addressed by Maj. 
McKinley was composed of twenty-six rep- 
resentatives of the Railway Men's Non- 
Partisan Sound Money Leagpe of New En- 
giand, in which all branches of railroad 
work was represented. Maj. McKinley re- 
ceived the party in his library, where an 
informal introductory address was made by 
Alexander Roberston of Boston. The mem- 
bers of the delegation were afterwards pre- 
sented to Mrs. McKinley, and later took a 
drive about the city. They came in a special 
car attached to a regular train. 


Integrity of the Nation. 


Gov. McKinley said in part: It is espe- 
Clally gratifying to know that in a measure 
this is a great non-partisan campaign, as 
the title of your organisation indicates. 
This is a year when the fires of patriotism are 
burning in our hearts and the flowers of 
patriotism are blooming over the garden 
walls of politics. I am glad indeed to meet 
you all, and I value more than I can tell you 
your good wishes and assurances of support. 
We have much at stake this year in the 
soundness of.our currency and the integrity 
of the Nation, and I value highly the sup- 
port and assistance of the railroad men of 
the United States. I greet these representa- 
tives of New England and give them hearty 
welcome.“ [Three cheers were then given 
for the Major.! 

In the course of his speech to the Balti- 
more and Ohio Southwestern employés he 
used these words: 

We want a tariff that will raise enough 
money to keep this government out of debt.

The labor of 
this country was never so independent or 
prosperous as during the thirty-three years 
when we were under a protective liey 
and on a sound monetary basis. or 
never had so many comforts and the homes 
of our laboring men so much cheer, hope, 
and contentment as during those thirty- 
three years.

tell you I sometimes think we don't know 
how priceless these free institutions are. I 
sometimes think we don’t appreciate what 
they are worth. Think of a government of 
70,000,000 of people, all of them equal, equal 
in responsibility, opportunity, and possibil- 
ity. But some of you may say, ‘I have 
not had as good luck as I ought to have 
had; I have been unfortunate: I have not 
risen as I hoped I might.’ Possibly that is 
true; the world is full of disappointments: 
but because you have not succeeded as well 
as you would like to have succeeded, you 
want your boys and girls who come after 
you to succeed, and I therefore bid you 
— unimpaired these splendid insti- 
tutions.“ 


INTERESTS KANSAS HAS AT STAKE. 


George R. Peck Makes a Speech at Wel- 
lington. 


Wellington, Kas., Oct. 26.—[Special.}— 
George R. Peck of Chicago addressed a 
large audience tonight at the Republican 
wigwam. Mr. Peck's long residence in 
Kansas has made for him a wide personal 
acquaintance and insured him a cordial 
hearing: 

His speech, which he was obliged to short- 
en somewhat on account of the failure of 
his voice, was directed more especially to 
the interest Kansas has at stake in the 
pending contest, and was an earnest appeal 
to his former fellow-citizens to set this 
much maligned Commonwealth right in the 
eyes of the country. 

Much of his speech was devoted toa dis- 
section of the point that Bryan is raising 
that the employés of railways and other 
corporations are being coerced. No class 
of men, he declared, were less susceptible 
to coercion than the railway employés, than 
whom none in the country were better able 
to look after their own interests. Many 
of them had deserted Bryan because con- 
vinced that they could not afford to try the 
experiment he advocated and risk getting 
cheap dollars where they now got good. 

The silverites expect to set aside the laws 
of political economy to fly in the face of 
both history and reason to reinstate an out- 
grown and obsolete financial dogma. 

The interests of all our people, instead of 
being diverse, as Bryan insists, are really in- 
terlinked, and are being more and more so as 
civilization progresses. There are no classes 
in this country and the man who seeks to ar- 
ray the people against one another and to 
set labor against capital is an enemy rather 
than a friend to the toller. 


NO TRANSPORTATION FOR ILLINOIS, 


Significant Official Action Which 
Shows Republican Confidence. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[(Special.]— 
Several days ago half a dozen IIlinoisans 
applied at headquarters of the Congres- 
sional committee for transportation home to 
cast their votes for sound money and Me- 
Kinley. The committee has been furnished 
half-rate tickets to all points of the country 
for Republican voters, temporarily located in 
Washington. The voters referred to, how- 
ever, could not afford to pay half fare. This 
was their representation, and it was found 
true on investigation. 

The Secretary of the Congressional com- 
mittee notified the Chairman of the State 
committee of Illinois of the applications. 
In reply, a letter has been received, saying 
the State committee is always willing to 
furnish transportation to voters who cannot 
afford to pay their own fare, when there is 
the remotest possibility their votes will be 
needed, but there is no such condition ex- 
isting in Illinois this year. 

Other advices from Illinois received at the 
Republican headquarters in this city are 
most positive, not only in giving the State 
to McKinley, but in fixing his plurality at 
not less than 100,000.

M. D. Seibert, Demo- 
cratic Elector from the Seventh District, 
died Sunday. C. C. Appleton’s name was 
substituted. The tickets, however, have 
been printed in almost every county, and it 
is too late to change them. 

Instructions to scratch Seibert and substi- 
tute Appleton have been sent out by the 
Democratic managers, but it is believed this 
will prove only measurably effective, for the 
reason that the 50 per cent of ignorant voters 
have been already schooled on the ticket and 
will vote for Seibert, and because the Pop- 
ulist Elector in the Seventh District is also 
named Appleton, These circumstances, it is 
calculated, will lose more than enough votes 
to Appleton to defeat him.

Director of the Mint Preston Shows 
the Namber of Dollars Made This 
Year to Be 16,512,512. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[Special.}—- 
Mr. Preston, director of the United States 
mint, in discussing the coinage of silver 
dollars and the redemption of Treasury notes 
said: 

„Feb. 1, 1896, the Treasury had 13,322,928 
standard silver dollars for the redemption 
of Treasury notes. 

“From Feb. 1, 1896, to Oct. 1, the mints 
coined 18,912,512 standard dollars. During 
the current month they will coin 2,600,000 
more, making the total coinage of silver 
dollars for the year to Nov. 1, 16,512,512. 

„The total coinage of silver. dollars from 
1792 to April 1, 1893, was only 8,088,241. Not- 
withstanding the large coinage of silver 
dollars since the ist af February, the 
amount of such coin now held for the re- 
demption of Treasury notes is only $10,858,- 
885 


„ Bullion contained in the 16,512,512 silver 

dollars coined from Feb. 1 to Nov. 1, 1806, 
cost $11,384,222, a seigniorage of $5,128,290 
to the government. If the free coinage of 
silver existed in the United States this seign- 
lorage or profit would have gone into the 
pockets of the mine owners or bullion deal- 
ers, 
„Nov. 1 the government will have on hand 
of the bullion purchased under the act of 
July 14, 1890, a balance of 121,867,903 fine 
ounces, the cost of which was 3112,92, 488. 

„The coinage of silver dollars will be con- 
tinued until the silver bullion purchased un- 
der the act of 1890 now on hand has been 
converted into coin.” 

Today's statement of the condition of the 


Treasury shows an available cash balance 


of $287,647,194: gold reserve, $120,183,932. 

The Treasury today lost $441,600 in gold 
coin and $18,100 in bars, which leaves the 
true amount of the gold reserve $119,502,422. 

New York, Oct. 26.—The Bank of British 
North America has deposited at the Sub- 
treasury $350,000 in gold for examination, 
There has been deposited at the assay office 
$370,000 in gold from Europe and $200,000 
from Cuba.

| Candidate Writes a Letter in Which 


ne Practically Affirms Opposition 
to the Abolition of Township Gov- 
ernment, the Chief Plank in the 


Platform of the Convention Which | 
Nominated Him for President of the | | 


‘ County Board. 


George E. Nye, Popocratic candidate for 


President of the County Board, has brought 
down upon his head the wrath of the Popo- 
cratic County committee and has spread 
consternation among them. 

It was all due to a letter—that proverbial 
crusher of political aspirations—and late 
yesterday afternoon and evening Thomas 
Gahan and Alexander Jones were searching 
high and low for Mr. Nye. A messenger was 
dispatched to his home bidding him repair 
immediately to the county headquarters. 
In his inner sanctum, where only the priv- 
ileged few are permitted to enter, Gahan, 
Jones, and a few other lights of the county 
organization paced to and fro conjuring up 
words of wrath and scorn to heap on Nye’s 
head when he put in appearance. Their 
Cisappointment was great when the mes- 
senger reported he could not be found. 

The letter in question is one which Nye has 
been sending to the residents of the country 
towns in this county, in which he declares 
against the abolition of the township form 
of government. 

Attempts to Leave a Loophole. 

In the last paragraph of the letter he at- 
tempts to leave a loophole of escape, but the 
general tenor of the letter, which is directed 
against Daniel D. Healy, thé present Prest- 
dent of the County Board, smacks of opposi- 
tion to the abolition of township govern- 


ment. ‘ 

The letter also takes a rap at civil service 
reform, and altogether is certain to do Mr. 
Nye much harm, as well as seriously in- 
jure the whole Popocratic county ticket. 

The Popocratic county convention de- 
clared unequivocally for the abolition of 
township government and arraigned the Re- 
publican Commissioners for the failure of 
the recent movement to accomplish this end, 
It was thought to be a great vote-catcher, 
and when they now see the head of their 
Commissioners’ ticket coming out in op- 
positioh to their platform and affording the 
enemy the most deadly kind of ammunition 
their wrath knows no bounds. 

One of them remarked sadly after perus- 
ing Nye's letter: 

“I’ve been afraid all along that some 
local Burchard would crop out, and I guess 
Nye is going to prove the man.“ 

This will probably lend impetus to the 
movement to take Nye from the ticket. It 
is an open secret that Nye has for certain 
reasons been regarded as anything but a 
desirable nominee, and it is now probable 
strong pressure will be brought to bear to 
force him off. 


Text of Nye’s Letter. 


Following is a copy of Nye’s letter: 

Chicago, Oct. 26.—Dear Sir: The pres- 
ent President of the Board of County Com- 
missioners has been renominated to succeed 
himself. Daniel D. Healy has, as you are 
well aware, done his utmost to legislate you 
out of office and prevent the citizens of the 
several towns of Cook County from select- 
ing and electing their own town officers, one 
of the few privileges still enjoyed by the 
common people. He has assumed that the 
masses are not capable of naming their own 
public servants; that they are not to be al- 
lowed to name as town officials men in whom 
confidence and trust may be reposed men 
who, through long experience and residence, 
are preéminently well qualified to faithfully 
and honorably fulfill public duties, and who 
are particularly well acquainted with per- 
sonal and real estate values in the vicinity 
in which they live and have lived for years. 


Says Healy Would Be Dictator. 


He has endeavored to constitute himself 
dictator in Cook County, but even a Repub- 
lican County Board has not permitted that. 
But although Mr. Healy has been defeated 
in his ambition and his attempt to over- 
throw the rights of the people, he has by 
no means abandoned his scheme, openly 
boasting he will again in the near future 
attempt to accomplish his designs, either 
through the next Legislature or by fraudu- 
lent petitions when a more favorable op- 
portunity presents itself. 

“The writer, although the Democratic 
nominee for President of the County Board, 
does not now address you as such, but in 
the interest, not of Republican or Demo- 
crats; but of the people, as he firmly be- 
lieves in a government of the people, for the 
people, and by the people, and he is most 
emphatically opposed to the usurpation of 
power by any one man for the advance- 
mént of one man in power, and he takes 
this method of declaring and pledging him 
self as oppaged to any scheme for the aboli- 
tion or consolidation of towns or town gov- 
ernment in cour ry towns outside of Chi- 
cago, in Cook County, and he appeals to 
you in the interest of good government 
asking if you can conscientiously cast your 
vote and use your influence at the coming 
election for the benefit of Daniel D. Healy, 
who has so openly and emphatically pro- 
claimed himself in favor of disfranchisinz 
the voters of the towns of Cook County? 
Yours very truly, GEORGE E. Nyg.”’ 


President Healy’s Comments. 


When shown a copy of Mr. Nye’s circular 
letter, Mr. Healy said: 

IJ am surprised to see Mr. Nye has taken 
the pdsition that he is greater than his 
party, and has consequently bolted the plat- 
form which the Democrats unanimously _ 
adopted at the convention which nominated 
him. So far as I am concerned, I am in 
favor of the abolition of township organiza- 
tion, or anything else that will tend to rem- 
edy the existing evils in our tax system.

Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 26.—[{Special.]—The

Advices received by the Republican Cen- 
tral committee today are to the effect that 
the whole force of the Popocratic campaign 
will be thrown into the Second, Sixth, and 
Eighth Districts, while a small show of fight 
will still be made in the Eleventh.

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BRYAN’S LACK OF LOGIC AND FACTS. 
Mr. William J. Bryan, Popocratie cand 
date for Prosident, will for the third time 
reach Chicago this afternooh, During his 
fiying visit he is posted to add some fifty 
speeches to the 500 he has already decliv- 
ered since with his prigged metaphor of 
cross and crown he secured the nomina- 
tion. These outpourings with which Chi- 
cago is to be deluged will differ in nothing 
from the other hundreds of verbal gush- 
ings called speeches " which have marked 
Mr. Bryan's devious way from ‘ hicago to 
the Missouri River, then to the Atlantic 
and back to the Missouri and repeat via the 
Southern States, and back again, and then 
all over the Middle West. 

He has displayed two peculiarities, neither 
of which is commendable, during the 10, 
000 miles of zizzag travel which has oc- 
cupied his time since early in July last. 
One of them is an apparent inability to 
recognize the existence of plain, obvious 
facts and statistics; natural laws and sim- 
ple logic. The other is an invincible un- 
willingness to give a plain answer—or, in- 
deed, any explicable answer to plain, im- 
portant questions. . 

Mr. Bryan has shown in his 500 or 600 
speeches—some in long and some in short 
meter—that he is a mere rhetorician, a jug- 
gler with words, skilled in weaving caichy 
phrases, but unable to construct 4 chain of 
argument that will held together. He 
seems from his speeches to be shockingly 
ignorant of even elemental political econ- 
omy or financial science. He appears to 
know little or nothing of the financial his- 
tory of the world, or even of the United 
States. 

Hence, when his opponents press him 
with official statistics and figures and pin 
him close with arguments based on actual 
facts and record, he does not attempt to 
reply in kind, but takes refuge iu sophisti- 
cal and sophomorical utterances. He talks 
“ fool gold“ instead of the genuine metal. 

When Col. Jones was accused of having 
embezzled public funds his reply was that 


his heart was always true to his native 


land.” So, when Mr, Bryan is charged 
with advocating a policy of national dis- 
honesty, and which will swindle all those 
who have intrusted their property to oth- 
ers on hire or sale, he replies indignantly 
that he has always been a “ friend of hu- 
manity and loves the plain people, though 
the program he is desperately striving for, 
if adopted, will rob ten millions of families 
out of half their moneys and credits by de- 
preciating 50 per cent by the adoption of 
16 to 1 free silver money.

He talks as 
if he did not know that gold had become 
the international money of mankind and 
that its use is a badge of civilization, and 
not an acknowledgment of English suprem- 
acy, but shows that other nations now 
know a good thing when they see it, as 
well as Britain. It is amazing that Mr. 
Bryan, a candidate for so high an office, 
ventures to rush about among the people 
and talk to them on great public, burning 
questions in so disjointed, illogical, random 
a manner. Can he suppose that he is raak- 
ing votes for himself for Presideut of the 
United States by such loose, irrelevant 
expectoration of speech, spouted in their 
faces twenty times a day, as he hurries and 
seurries up and down the land at the tail 
end of a lightning express train? 
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ALTGELD’S PLUTOCRAT SAVINGS BANK 
DEPOSITORS EXPLODED BY SCHURZ. 

' Advocates of free silver who have any ro- 
spect for facts or economic truths find it 
difficult to answer the charge that the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would 
cut down by one-half the value of the 1,800 
millions of savings bank deposits held to- 
day by nearly five millions of poor people in 
the United States. Bryan in his New York 
and other speeches dodged a direct reply 
and put in the counter fool assertion that if 
the gold standard be retained the poor peo- 
ple to whom the savings banks have loaned 
these deposits would not be able to repay the 
money, and therefore the depositors would 
lose all their savings. Hence it would be 
better for them, he says, to be satisfied with 


half a‘ loaf under free silver than get no 


loaf at all under a gold standard. He never 
stopped to consider that any intelligent man 
could pick him up by showing that savings 
banks had been in existence iu the Eastern 
States more than 100 years, and as a whole 
had worked excellently well, and had proven 
to be the safest and best depositories the 
common people had ever found for their 
earnings. 

Altgeld of course realizes that Bryan's 
dodge is ridiculous and he does not attempt 
to follow it. Ile flaunts a more chadracter- 
istic reply, one more bold and audacious, and 
even less truthful. He tells the people that, 
as the savings banks pay a higher rate of 
interest than the commercial banks on de- 
posits, they are ehosen as the repositories 
of the money of the “ plutocrats,” “ which 
indicates,” says Carl Schurz in his speech 
at Peoria, that it is compatible with his 
LAltgeld's] code of morals to strip people of 
half the value of their money if they happen 
to possess anything.” In that utterly faise 
explanation or reply Altgeld gives a sharp 
flash of his ruling spirit. Down with the 
man with money! Despoil those who pre- 
sume to have any! The savings banks de- 
positors are plutoerats and millionaires,”’ 
so cut down the value of their dollars one- 
half at first, more as soon as we can get 
repudiation and anarchy. well established! 
The familiar Altgeld creed of fanatical hate 
of law and success is revealed in its fayorite 
manifestation. . 

But where does the Governor get that 
knowledge of the savings banks having be- 
come the depositories of the wealthy cap- 
italists?” asks Mr. Schurz, and then he 
quotes from authentic reports and gives the 
facts. One Chicago bank has 46,100 sav- 
ings aeeounts, Of these 30 per cent are 
women and children, 65 per cent are wage- 
earners, such a8 laborers, etc., and 5 per 
coat are ‘capitalists,’ but pot ‘rich men.’ ” 
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the double-degling of these 46,100 | 
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and children? Picture the sly 65. per cent 
spending the dey working hard for wages 
and then gloating over the coupons they cut 
from bonds at night when no one can see 
them. And then the 5 per cent who cannot 
escape being kuown as capitalists, although 
they are not classed as “rich.” But they 
do not deceive Altgeld, not one of them. 
They can’t fool 2 cunning creature, 
They've got mbney-in the banks drawing 
interest and this is a crime against Altgeld- 
ism. It should be confiscated, but since 
anarchy is yet under the heel of law, cheap- 
en the deposits, ruin the depositors if possi- 
ble, give the army of debtors an unrestricted 
carnival of repudiation. Mr, Schurz con- 
tinues with his figures: 

I have an analysis of the. depositors in a say- 
ings bank in Dubuque, Ia., which has 7,614 ac- 
counts, representing about $4,000,000. These 7,614 
depositors are classified as follows: Mechanics 
and laborers, 5,129; farmers, 1,207; teachers and 
professional men, 632; administrators and execu- 
tors, 604; capitalists, 51, and these capitalists are, 
no doubt, of the same classe as defined by the re- 
port of the Chicago bank. 

What a travesty on human freedom and 
equality! Here is the little City of Du- 
buque, with nearly 8,000 plutocrats, 8,000 
red flags waving before Altgeld to exasper- 
ate him. Crush out these men who have 
dared to be thrifty. Have they dollars on 
deposit? Give them 50-cent coins. Offer 
the other half as a sacrifice on the altar of 
anarchy. 

That is the Altgeld way of treating the 
savings bank argument. It is based on a 
lie, of course. The fact is so easily ascer- 
tained that of the savings banks de- 
positors the vast majority are wage 
earners it is not conceivable Altgeld 
did not know it. But the false stafe- 
ment offered him a chance to assail 
the rich, and of course he uttered it. That 
is the whole of his issue in this campaign. 
“Welcome anything that will take away 
from those who possess anything” is his 
motto, and since free silver will take away 
one-half of the value of every dollar, then 
welcome free silver.“ 
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IMPORTANT QUESTIONS BRYAN WILL 
NOT ANSWER. 

Bryan is in contempt.” He has refused 
persistently and dlmost contemptuously to 
answer questions. They have been asked 
by and on behalf of that great jury of voters 
which has to decide whether he is to be 
President. 


The questions asked related to the effect, 


of the policy he advocates on the interests of 
the men whose votes he is asking for. It is 
his duty to answer them fully and clearly, 
without evasion or falsification. No Presi- 
dential candidate can say in reply to a 
voter’s queries regarding matters of great 
moment, It is none of your business.” 

Highly important interrogatories were put 
to Bryan almost immediately after his nom- 
ination. They have been repeated inces- 
santly. Most of them are unanswered yet. 
Some of them have been replied to so vague- 
ly or flippantly that the voters have a right 
to look on his replies as confessing that he 
dare not face them or as an insult to their 
intelligence. 

Bryan has been asked over and over 
again how the fifteen million persons who 
work for a living by selling their services 
for wages and support those dependent upon 
them are to be benefited by the sub- 
stitutiog of free silver dollars, worth 50 
cents apiece, for present dollars paid them 
for work worth 100 cents apiece. 

The only answer they can get out of him 
has been that the cheaper dollars would 
make more work,“ and that then those who 
are “out of employment would get something 
todo.” He has not even tried to prove this 
wild, reckless assertion. But the number 
of persons who do not have work is one to 
sixteen to those who are employed at 
wages. How are they to be benefited by 
being paid in cheaper money—in 50-cent 
money? Bryan has never attempted to ex- 
plain that, nor bas he shown how any idle 
man can get employment by wrecking half 
the value of the money and the credits of 
this country. 

He has been asked whether two 50-cent 
dollars would be paid when he is elected to 
every workman in lieu of the single 100-cent 
dollar he gets now. He has been asked to 
cite precedents where such happens, but he 
has failed to do it. n 

He has been asked also what would be 


gained by them if every wage-worker got 


twice as many 50-cent dollars for his labor 
as now, and had to pay out twice as many 
of those cheap dollars for everything he and 
his wife purchased. He has answered 
neither question, but dodges them. 

He has been asked how a tremendous 
contraction of the currency by driving off 
all the gold in the country from circulation 
and slumping down the silver and paper 
money one-half below its present value and 
purchasing power was going to make good 
times for the common people or for uny- 
body except constables, Sheriffs, Marshals, 
pawnbrokers, and sharks. He has not an- 
swered this question, because he dare not. 

He has been asked why the 4,800,000 men 
and women, boys and girls, not Altgeld’s al- 
leged “ plutocrats,” but toilers who have 
deposited 1,810 million dollars worth 100 
cents apiece in savings banks, should be 
handed back 1,810 million dollars worth 50 
cents apiece. He has been asked whether 
labor could stand such a blow. 

His only answer has been that it is bet- 
ter to lose half their deposits than the whole, 
for if the gold standard is maintained 
those to whom the banks have loaned the 
depositors’ money will be unable to repay it, 
and the depositors will lose everything, 
which is a flippant, silly, cowardly dodge, in 
which he tries to squirm out of the terrible 
consequences of his scheme to slump the 
currency to 50 cents on the dollar, and he 
should be held in scorn and contempt for 
making such a reply to the saving, thrifiy 
poor whom he proposes to despoil of half 
their savings. 

He has been asked what harm the gold 
standard has done thus far to these depos- 
itors—how much they have lost by reason 
of the gold standard during its existence. 
No reply, no explanation why some of the 
alleged evil effects of the gold standard 
have not begun to manifest themselves 
after all these years. . 

Bryan has been asked why the industrious 
men and women, numbering nearly a mill- 
ion, who have invested almost a billion dol- 
lars in building and loan associations, 
should, lose half their investments by his 
free coinage scheme to knock down their 
dollars one-half in value. 

He has never answered. He bas evaded 
and dodged it. 

Shall he be allowed to do so in Chicago, 
where 80 millions of goed 100-cent gold- 
value dollars are invested in these asso- 
ciations by the salaried and wage-working 
classes? 

Bryan has been asked why the life in- 
suranee policies, the premiums on which 
have been paid in 100-cent dollars, with the 
expectation that the policies would be paid 
in the same kind of money, should be paid 
in 50-cent dollars, thus robbing the hene- 
ficiaries of half what they are entitled to. 
His only reply has been the rotten one 


Bryan had in mind the regular or stock 


companies. He forgot the mutual insur- 


ance companics. With them whatever 
makes money for the company makes money 
for the insured people 


Bryan has been asked why the old Union | 


soldiers, nearly a million of them, should be 
paid their pensions in 50-cent dollars, and 
thus get only half as much money value as 
they ha ve been receiving since 1878. He 
has replied that the financiers hate the 
old soldier and wapt the gold standard; 
therefore the latter should hate that stand- 
ard, even though it does give him good dol- 
lars. Is that not an idiotic answer or 


. worse? 


The question has been put to Bryan why, 
through the machinery of cheap dollars, 
men to whom the property of others has 
been intristed should be allowed to keep 
one-half that property if they-would hand 
back the other half. Bryan’s response has 
been that some persons who were debtors 
in 1873—twenty-three years ago—were 
obliged to pay their debts in money worth 
several cents on the dollar—5 or 10 perbaps 
—more than they received, caused by the 
rise in the value of the greenbacks, and 
consequently all the men who have bor- 
rowed gold value money who are now in 
debt should have a right to pay their debts 
at 50 cents on the dollar! There is logic 
and morals for you to contemplate! He 
further replied that the gold standard is a 
crime against humanity,” but did not ex- 
plain in what respect, when it became go, 
or why. 

He has been asked why the United 
States should disgrace itself by paying its 
ersditors only half what was due them, 
He has replied that this country has whipped 
England twice, and that the Rothschilds ure 
plutocrats and bad men. 

The above are some of the questions 
which have been put to Bryan since his 
nomination aud his answers. He has not 
answered one of them honestly or candidly. 
Most of them he has not replied to at all, 
and doesn’t intend to, because he can invent 
nothing to say. For that reason, among 
others, the American jury is going to re- 
turn a verdict against him a week from to- 
day that he is an unfit and improper person 
for the high office he seeks, and that his 
services would harm the republic, 


IF BRYAN I8 ELECTED THEN WHAT 
WILL HAPPEN? 

The vast majority of the intelligent 
classes of the United States are of opinion 
that Bryan will be beaten decisively this 
day next week. They are so strongly con- 
vinced of this outcome that, while they are 
anxious about results, they are not alarmed. 

At the same time, they have a very lively 
conception of what will take place if mad- 
ness has possession of a majority of the 
American voters, and on the morning of 
the 4th of November it is announced in the 
press that Bryan is elected President. 

Suppose, then, that Bryan wins, and has 
a Congress to back him, and the Popocrat 
party takes possession of the government 
next 4th of March, what will happen to the 
business and welfare of the people? 

1, As soon as the banks open on the morn- 
ing of Noy. 4 there will be an enormous de- 
preciation in the value of all money except 
gold, Gold will jump at once to a premium 
—or rather, silver money will-drop to a 
great discount. No man who has an eagle 
will exchange it for ten silver dollars ora 
ten-dollar silver certificate, or a ten-dollar 
greenback, or bank notes. It will be as- 
sumed by the people that the change to 
the 50-cent silver basis is going to take 
place. The money of the United States 
from that day will be fixed at the bullion 
value of silyer, whatever that may be. If 
it runs to 60 or 65 cents on the dollar in 
gold that will represent the value or pur- 
chasing power of the silver dollar. If min- 
ing speculators can drive the siiver bullion 
in a dollar up to 60 or 70 cents that will be 
the value on that day. If the belief is gen- 
eral in financial circles that a change to the 
silver standard by this country will not 
affect materially the price of bullion in the 
world, then it will quickly fall back to about 
50 cents. 

Gold will disappear from circulation as 
money like a fash. There will be none ex- 
cept for sale at a premium measured by 
the depreciation of silver. This all will hap- 
pen in the very first week after the elec- 
tion. 
2. All bank deposits will fail, the same 
as money in the hands of individuals, to the 
bullion value of the silver dollar. Every 
poor man’s money in the savings banks will 
shrink in the same way. Every old sol- 
dier’s pension will suffer similarly. Every 
city and county employé’s salary will be cut 
the same way, including the salaries of 
all the Judges. The loan association invest- 
ors will not get half as much Nov. 4 as they 
would have had Noy. 3. Every man who 
has sold property on the gold value basis 
or loaned good money on time will lose the 
difference between the new silver, 16 to 1, 
half bogus money and the old par-with-gold, 
sound money. 

3. There will be from that very day, Nov. 
4, a panic and paralysis of business of Na- 
tion-wide extent and unparalleled severity. 
The contraction of money will take place 
right away. One-third of the currency, 
being gold, will disappear at once. The 
second third, being silver, will lose one - 
half of its purchasing power, The remain- 
ing third, greenbacks and bank notes, will 
go to the same low level. There thus will 
be only one-third as much actual value of 
money for buying and selling and trading 
as on the day of election. 

4. Wall street will be glutted with or- 
ders from Europe to sell American stocks 
and bonds for gold. Where gold phyments 
are not stipulated the bonds will go down, 
down, to the price of silver bullion in a dol- 
lar. Billions of these securities are held 
by our own people as investments, and in 
other ways they will be struck unless they 
have gold contracts, and even these gold 
contracts will be of no avail if the Bryan- 
ites reconstruct and pack the Supreme 
Court, as they threaten to do. 

5. Two-thirds of the available money 
and credit capital of employers will be lost 
by the shrinkage in changing the standards. 


How much employment, and at what rates, | 


can they give under these crippling cir- 
cumstances? There may be a frightful 
time among the poor next winter and year. 

G. There will be an instant run on the 
Treasury of the United States with green- 
backs for redemption in gold as soon as it 
opens on Nov. 4, and the run will be pressed 
with vigor until the gold is all drawn out 
and the government closes its vaults and 
refuses any further gold redemption. 

When it «ffers silver redemption it will 
be in money worth the bullion in a silver 
dollar—that is, about half a dollar. There 
will be no more sales of bonds for gold to 
redeem greenback notes outstanding; nei- 
ther the 120 millions of Sherman notes nor 
the 350 millions of greenbacks less those in 
the Treasury. 

Thus the country will be down on the half- 
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destruction of money and credit value. 
CHEAP TRANSPORTATION AND CHEAP 
In an interview printed recently in the 


Milwaukee Sentinel ex-Congressman Guen- | 


ther of Wisconsin points out how railroad 
building has increased the production of 
silver and thus cheapened its price. The 
railway, and not the coinage act of 1873,

Mr. Guenther is interested in several a- 


ver mines in Mexico, and visits them fre- 
quently. He has a personal knowledge of 
the effect of improved transportation facil- 
ities on the production of silver, the effect 
being far greater than that exerted on the 
production of gold. He speaks of one short 


railroad extension that— ; ; 
To my. certain knowledge has opened up thirty 


mines that heretofore were abandoned. and the | 


production of silver there is enormous. They ship » 
train load after train load of ore there. But it 


hasn't increased the gold mines, The gold mine is 
working right along. If a gold mine had been dis- 
covered two or three hundred years ago it is 
worked right along, because the production of gold 
is not dependent upon transportation. You get 
your gold product, and a pound of that is worth 
$325. An ounce of pure gold ig worth $20.68 about. 


Now you produce ten ounces of gold a day, or 00 » 


ounces in sixty days, which is about thirty-eight 
pounds of gold. Now it is very easy to transport 
thirty-eight pounds; and the value of that is 
$12,350. Now you can plainly see that the rall- 
road coming in there does not affect you material- 
ly, does it? It.is almost as absurd as if you say 


that the railroad that was built inte the diamond i 


fields of Africa is cheapening diamonds. 

The gold ores can be treated at the place 
where they are mined, and comparatively 
inexpensive machinery is required. The sil- 
ver ores must be transported to the smelter, 
which must be situated at some point where 
thereis an abundance of water and fuel, and 
to which the bulky materials used in smelt- 
ing processes can be transported cheaply. 

Had it not been for the railroad-building 
carried on so extensively in the Rocky 
Mountain States the silver output of that 
region would have been comparatively 
small, Only the very richest mines could 
have been worked at a profit, for the trans- 
portation charges would have been so heavy. 

Mr. Guenther predicts that when the Pan- 
American railroad is built and the rich sil- 
ver mines of the Andes are opened up the 
production of that metal will be so much 
increased that the ratio may be 50 to 1, in- 
stead of 31 to 1. 

This is not unlikely. Some of the richest 
silver mines in the world are in Bolivia. The 
cost of production of the metal is less than 
five cents an ounce. But the cost of trans- 
porting the product to market on the backs 
of mules is so great as to deprive the rs 
of the greater portion of the profit they 
would reap if their mines were on a railroad. 

So if the United States were to go to a 
silver basis, and a 50-cent dollar, there is no 
probability of the dollar retaining even that 
much purchasing power long. When the 
Peruvian and Bolivian mipes were made ac- 
cessible the pricé of silver and the value of 
the dollar would commence falling, until 
the latter got to be worth about 15 cents. 

Improved transportation facilities have 
cheapened wheat. They have cheapened 
iron and copper. Without ‘railroads the 
copper mines of Arizona and Montana 
would be worth but little. Railroads have 
done more for silyer than for other metals. 

The United States cannot afford to have 
a dollar the purchasing power of which de- 
creases with every new line of railway built 
in Mexico or South America. |

The Colonel 
put in a bill ef $450 for his expenses while travel- 
ing abroad last summer and it was allowed by the 
City Controller. Col. Waring keeps the streets 
clean,. and that is why he can have nearly any- 
thing he wants.

COLLEGES CONTESTING FOR LEGACIES 


Disposition of the Fayerweather Mill- 
ions to Be Settled by the New 
York Court of Appeals. 


Albany, N, Y., Oct. 26.—The calendar of 
the New York State Court of Appeals for 
tomorrow contains one of the most interest- 
ing cases heard in some time by that august 
body and which affects nearly every college 
and university of any standing in the coun- 
try, as well as many hospitals. The casd is 
the matter of the contest of the will of Dah- 
iel B. Fayerweather, in whiche left $2,150,- 
000 to these twenty colleges: Bowdoin, Dart- 
mouth, Williams, Amherst, Wesleyan, Yale, 
Columbia, Union Theological Seminary, 
Hamilton, Rochester, Cornell, Lafayette, 
Lincoln, University of Virginia, Hampton, 
Maryville, Marietta, Adelbert, Wabash, and 

ark. 

This was under the ninth clause of the 
will, Cornell and Columbia each receiving 
$200,000, Yale $300,000, and the others from 
$50,000 to $100,000. Under the tenth clause 
he left the residue of his estate, which’ 
amounted to. about $3,000,000, to the same 
colleges, share and share alike. In a codicil 


of the will, however, the testator changed 


this residuary bequest, leaving the residue 
absolutely to the trustees. 

A contest was begun on the ground that 
this absolute bequest was illegal, and there- 
upon the trustees made a so-called deed of 
gift, in which they announced that they had 
distributed the residue among certain col- 
leges and hospitals, as follows: Woman’s 
Hospital and Cooper Union, $200,000 each; 
Yale, $150,000; New York University, Union, 
Harvard, Princeton, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, Rutgers, and Barnard, $100,000 
each; University of Pennsylvania, Wesleyan, 
Lafayette, Maryville, Marietta, Wabash, 
Haverford, Brown, Wells Female, Elmira 
Female, Vassar, Trinity, and Society of St. 
Vincent De Paul, $50,000 each; Shattuck 
School, Presbyterian Hospital, Manhattan 
Eye and Ear, New York Eye and Ear, Man- 
hattan Dispensary, Methodist Brooklyn, St. 
Luke's, Montefiore Home, and New York 
Cancer Hospital, $25,000 each; Mount Sinai 
Hospital, $15,000; total, $2,140,000 

This decision entirely ignored Bowdoin, 
Dartmouth, Williams, Rochester, Amherst, 
Columbia, Hamilton, Cornell, University of 
Virginia, Hampton, and Adelbert. The trus- 
tees of Amherst, Dartmouth, Hamilton, and 
Williams College, and the University of 
Rochester thereupon contested the validity 
of the deed of gift, and Judge Truax set it 
aside, holding that the residue should be dis- 
tributed to the twenty colleges under the 
tenth clause of the will, as if the codicil had 
not existed. 

The General Term affirmed this decision 
unanimously. Justice Follett and Chief Jus- 
tice Van Brunt both wrote opinions. Justiée 
Parker concurred in the opinion of Justice 
Follett, who says that the defendants, 
Thomas G. Ritch and Henry E. Vaughan, 
for themselves, and on the part of Justus L. 
Bulkeley induced Mr. Fayerweather to be- 
lieve that if he would make them residuary 
legatees of the estate as provided in the 
codicils they would sell and convert the 
residuary estate into cash and divide the 
same equally among the twenty corpora- 
tions mentioned in the ninth paragraph of 
the will, and that Mr. Fayerweather died 
convinced that the trustees would do this, 
but that they attempted to dispose of the 
residuary estate in violation of these 
promises. 

The defendant trustees, backed by the 
schools and hospitals recognized by them, 
now contest the General Term opinion. A 
brilliant array of counsel will be present to- 
morrow to argue the case, and the decision 
will be looked * to with great in- 
terest. 


GOVERNMENT WINS IMPORTANT CASE. 


Supreme Court Decides in Favor of De- 
fendant in Suit of Birtwell Against 
Collector Saltonstall. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—An important 
customs decision was rendered in the United 
States Supreme Court today in the case of 
Rose L. Saltonstall d others, executors 
for Leverett Saltonstall, vs. Joseph Birt- 
well, brought to the court on a writ of certi- 
orari from the decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals of the First Circuit. ' 

Leverett Saltonstall was Collector of Cus- 
toms for the Port of Boston, and the suit 
was brought against him by Birtwell to re- 
cover excess of duties paid under protest on 
importations. It was conceded hy the Col- 
lector that the duty collected was in excess 
of the requirement of the law. The coften- 
tion was as to whether the protest had been 
made in the time provided by law. The 
government took the position that the pro- 
tests, to be efficacious, should have been 
made at or before the time the payments 
were made, which was not done in this case. 
The decisions in all the lower courts had been 
against the government's contention, and 
the opinion delivered today affirms this view 
of the question. 

Chief Justice Fuller and Justices Field, 
Harlan, and Brewer dissented from the de- 
cision. In dissenting opinion Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller held that mation should be given 
at the time of payment.

FUL POLITICIAN, PASSES AWAY, 


Recently President of the French Sen- 
ate, but Formerly Ambassador in 
London and Minister of Foreign At- 
faire—His High Political Honors 
Lead to a Membership in the French 
Academy—Distinguished for Ele- 
quence and Leadership. 


aris, Oct. 26.—M. Challemet-Lacour, re- 


cently President of the French Senate and | 


formerly Ambassador of France to London 
and Minister for rere Affairs, is dead. 


Paul Armand Challemel-Lacour was born 
at Avences (Manche), May 19, 1827. He 
studied at Paris in the Lycée of St. Louis. 
entered the Normal School in 1846, and was 
first in the competition in philosophy in 1849. 
He was sent as professor of philosophy to 
the Lycées of Rau and Limoges. Arrested and 
imprisoned after the coup d’état and then 
banished from France, he withdrew to Bel- 
gium, where he delivered lectures with great 
success. Next he went to Switzerland, where 
he was appointed professor of French litera- 
ture in the Polytechnicon of Zurich. In 
1859 he returned to his native country, having 
received the proclamation of a g al par- 
don for all offenses committed in time of 
war. He contributed articles on literature, 
art, ard 1 to a number ot French 
journals, among which was the Revue Mod- 
erne, and of which he became manager. He 
established, in connection with some other 
noted gentlemen, the Revue Politique in 1868. 
Appointed Prefect of the Rhone after Sept. 


4, 1870, he was called upon to administer the 


affairs of the turbulent City of Lyons under 
circumstances of extreme difficult ar 

He resigned this office Feb. 5, 1871, and in 
January, 1872, was elected Duputy in the rad- 
ical interest for the Bouches-du-Rhone. In 
the Chamber he distinguished himself by his 
eloquence and calmness in debate. In Jan- 
vary, 1876, he was elected a Senator by the 
department of Bouches-du-Rhone. 

M. Challemel-Lacour was appointed Am- 
bassador to the Court of St. James in Jan- 
vary, 1870, in succession to M. Léon Say. His 
appointment was the occasion for an angry 
debate in the British House of Commons as 
to the new Ambassador’s antecedents. The 
question was decided in his favor by a vote 
of 245 to 149. He continued as Ambassador 
in London until February. 1882, when he was 
recalled at his own request. 

In the cabinet formed by M. Jules Ferry 
in February, 1883, M. Challemel-Lacour held 
the portfolio of foreign affairs, and when 
Premier Ferry died Challemel-Lacour suc- 
ceeded him. 7 

The election of M. Challemel-Lacour to 
succeed M. Ferry as President of the French 
Senate was peculiarly gratifying. Or, rather, 
it would be better to say the election of M. 
Constans, who was also a candidate, would 
have been distinctly distasteful. The lat- 
ter's great ambition was to climb into tha 
post made vacant by M. Ferry's death, both 
for its influence and to wreak a vengeance. 
He was by far the stronger man of the two 
in the public estimation, and his defeat made 
Challemel-Lacour’s victory a much greater 
honor, for he was elected a member of the 
French Academy about the same time that 
he secured the political place second only in 
distinction to the Presidency of the Repub- 
lic. 

M. Challmel-Lacour was one of the found- 
ers of the Republique Francaise, and up to 
the time of his death was chief editor of the 
paper. 


BURIAL OF LATE EX-SPEAKER CRISP.

Remains Are Accompanied by Gov. At- 
kinson and Staff. 

Americus, Ga., Oct. 26.—The remains of 
ex-Speaker Crisp were buried in Oak Grove 
Cemetery last evening..The body was 
brought here on a special train from Atlanta. 
When the train arrived at Americus the 
entire population of the city had gathered 
at the station. The vast assemblage stood 
in silence with uncovered heads to show 
their respect for the dead. All the bells of 
the city were tolled and added to the 
solemnity of the occasion. The casket was 
conveyed from the special car to the hearse, 
which was drawn by four black horses, each 
led by a sable groom. 

The Americus Light Infantry and a dele- 
gation of forty citizens preceded the hearse 
and the procession started to the Methodist 
church. The buildings along the line of 
march were draped in mourning. At the 
cfiurch one hour was devoted by Mr. Crisp’s 
friends to viewing the remains. 

The remains were accompanied by Gov. 
from At- 
Manta and other cities of the State, members 

f the Georgia Bar Association, Hoke Smith, 
ex-Secretary of the Interior; Congressman 
Charles L. Bartlett, and J. C. C. Black, ex- 
Congressman Barnes, a military escort of 
commissioned officers of the Fifth Georgla 
Regiment, and several hundred citizens con- 
tributed by the towns wherever the train 
stopped. 

Gen. Clement A. Evans delivered the 
funeral oration at the church. At the con- 
clusion of the services there the remains 
were conveyed to the cemetery. 

All the houses along the route were draped. 
The procession passed by the house the 
Crisp family dwelt in years ago. 
had placed a large arch over the gateway, on 
which were the words, His old home.“ 
People lined the sidewalks from the church 
to the cemetery. Arriving at Oak Grove 
the military opened ranks and stood at 
present arms.“ The remains were carried 
to the family burial plot and after a prayer, 
read by Gen. Evans, the body was lowered 
into the grave. 


Judge Charles Speck. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 26.—Judge Charles 
Speck, Collector of Internal Revenue, died 
unexpectedly at his home today. His death 
was so unlooked for that several of his chil- 
dren, who live in other cities and States, 
could not be notified in time to reach his 
bedside before he breathed his last. The 
first of this year he suffered from a stroke of 
paralysis, but had apparently fully recov- 
ered: He leaves seven daughters—Misses 
Laura, Celeste, and Grace, Mrs. Harrison 8. 
Thompson, Mrs. E. G. Shields, Mrs. B. L. 
Loney, and Mrs. Edward Fladd. 


Hiram N. Wadleigh. 

Hiram N. Wadleigh, chief engineer of the 
steamer Tuscarora, plying between Buffalo 
and Chicago, died after a brief illness at St. 
Luke’s Hospital early on Sunday morning. 
The funeral will take place at 8 p. m. today 
at No. 121 Twenty-second street and inter- 
ment will be in Oshkosh, Wis. Mr. Wad- 
leigh was 50 years old and had been engaged 
in lake traffic many years.

Speaking about the absence of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Mortell said she probably had 
gone out, but as the bedroom door was still 
closed, she opened it with a sudden appre- 
hension that something might have hap- 
pened. 

Upon the floor by the bed lay the body of 
the invalid with a bullet wound in the right 
temple. The revolver, with one cartridge 
exploded, was on the floor near her. The 
broom, which lately had been in service, 
rested against the bed, and a drawer half 
out at the dresser showed whence the 
— came. The body rested on the left 


Policeman Ringrose of the West Lake 
Street Station, who lives across the street, 
was summoned, and he called doctors: They 
said death had been instantaneous. The

Was It Accident or Suicide. 

The police report, which was made upon 
the case soon after discovery, attributed the 
death to suicide, while the Coroner’s verdict, 
based upon the statements and opinions of 
Miss Mortell's friends, found it to have been 
accidental. b 

While she was of sunny disposition and 
took deep interest in her duties, Miss Mortell 
had had abundant cause for moodiness in 
recent months, owing to a lingering flineas 
which prostrated her last winter, and from 
which she had not recovered entirely. She 
was compelled to obtain a leave of absence 
from the Board of Education, and up until 
the end lived in the hope that a return to her 
class-room in the third grade of the Ellen 
Mitchell School, Ohio and Oakley streets, 
was only a question of a few weeks. It is 
said the severity of her iliness for a time 
had unbalanced Miss Mortell’s mind, but it 
was thought in this respect she had enjoyed 
full recovery. 


Was Afraid ot the Pistol. 


“The poor gir)? did not know anything 
about handling a revolver,” said Mrs. Mor- 
tell, “and I know she came to her death 
from that ignorance. I think she was ar- 
ranging the drawer and took up the weapon 
with the idea of replacing it. I know she 
Bever touched this pistol ordinarily—in fact, 
was afraid of it—and for that matter she did 
not have much of a chance to know anything 
shout the use of firearms, as we never kept 
a revolver in the house until lately, when 
the boys brought home this one. 

“It may be after taking the revolver from 
the drawer Mary examined it out of curi- 
osity. That is quite likely, but there is no 
reason for thinking she meant to bring about 
her own death. She still hoped she would be 
able to go back to her school, and none of her 
friends ever heard her as much as hint of a 
22 22 die. Her death surely was an ac- 
cident.’’ 


Born Where She Died. 


Miss Mortell was 24 years old. She was 
born in the house where she lived and died.

The Paper Money of the War. 

Chicago, Oct. 16.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
For the sake of enlightening myself and 
some of my friends who are shouting for 
free silver I take the liberty to propound a 
few. questions concerning what some are 
pleased to call fiat money, issued during the 
progress of the war of the rebellion. Was 
there ever an issue of greenbacks which 
were specifically made payable in gold coin, 
and, if so, did the bills so state upon their 
face? If there was such an issue, did such 
bills at any and all times circulate on a par- 
ity with gold, and could the holder at all 
times exchange them for gold at face value? 

Was there ever an issue of greenbacks or 
other circulating medium, outside of gov- 
ernment bonds, which bore interest from 
their date of issue until canceled, and which, 
consequently, became more valuable as they 
became older. J. M. EAro. 

No greenbacks were made specifically pay- 
‘able in gold coin. Probably the correspond- 
ent has in mind the demand notes of 1861, 
which, unlike the greenbacks which suc- 
ceeded them, were redeemable on demand. 
As long as the Treasury could redeem them 
they were at par. 

Various ‘kinds of interest-bearing notes 
the 7-308, et¢.~were issued during the war 
and increased in value as the interest ac- 
erued. For that reason they went out of 
circulation soon after they left the Treasury. 


Why Silver Is Cheaper. 

Chicago, Oct. 20.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Taking the table of the production of gold 
and silver in the world since the discovery of 
America up and including 1895, as found in 
eircular No. 128 issued by the United States 
Treasury Department, I find that up to and 
including 1840 the per cent of gold in every 
100 ounces of gold and silver produced was 
84-10 and 966-10 silver, which would be 
about 28 to 1; and that since 1840 the per cent 
would be 75-10 gold and 925-10 silver of 
each 100 ounces, or as 121-3 to 1. Now, if 
these figures are correct, why is it that the 
price.of silver has gone down sa much as 

compared with gold? A REPUBLICAN. 
The figures referred to are substantially 
correct, but they prove nothing, because the 
gold ounce and the silver ounce are of un- 
,equal value. The table which the corre- 
spondent should have studied is the one giv- 
ing the percentage of production by value. 
That would show him that for some years 
subsequent to 1850 the figures were: Gold, 
70 to 78 per cent; silver, 30 to 22 per cent. But 
since 1886 the percentages have been: Gold, 
42 2 per cent; silver, 58 to 53 per cent. 
t 1s, the-production of silver has in- 
creased more rapidly than that of gold. It 
has done so because the cost of production 
has been reduced. It is only half what it was 
in 1840. But for this fact there would not 
have been 175 million ounces of silyer mined 
last year, and what was mined would have 
brought a higher price, but the profits of the 

‘miners would not have been any greater. 


Make Every Product a Legal Tender. 

Denve Colo., Oct. 18.—{Editor of The 
Tribune. Being in a strong silver country 
and a silver man myself of the more ad- 
vanced order, I have been asking silver 
papers some questions that they fail to take 
any notice of. Why they don’t is more 
than I can see. I first believe that the stamp 
of Uncle Sam will make 412 grains of stand- 
ard silver a dollar—that is, with proper leg- 
islation Uncle Sam can make me take it for 
8 dollar or take nothing. That much seems 
c ear. 

What seems to me, however, would be 
better is to make every product a legal ten- 
der. On this plan, if I come to your office 
to pay you for advertising, and my bill is 
$7.50, I hand you a $10 bill. You pay me 
back in change newspapers, your product, 
at a legal price. Why not pay your help in 
newspapers at five cents each? Now, in our 
business it would be much more convenient 
to pay in our own product. 

In my opinion it is not necessary to put so 
much silver in a dollar. A 25-cent piece is 
plenty large enough, and can be legislated 
into a dollar just as well, and that is just 
what we intend to do. It 18 just as easy to 
bring the price of silver up to $5.16 an ounce 
as to bring it up to $1.29. Of course, your 
goldbug arguments will not agree with ours. 

I am honest in my convictions and don’t 
wish to put off a matter of such importance, 
therefore commence to advocate it now. I 
can see a little clearer than I did that I am 
not a silver producer, and as I never did be- 
Neve in partiality, if my neighbor who is a 
mine-owner can have his own product pay 
his help by legislation I ought to have the 
same privilege.

Here, briefly stated, is what the City Coun- 
cil did last evening: 

Confirmed the appointment of Oscar M. 
Torrison as a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation, vice Max A. Drezmal, resigned. 

Referred to the Finance committee an ap- 
plication from the Commissioner of Pu 
Works for an emergency appropriation of 
$20,000 for the cana! pumping works. 

Passed an order directing the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to issue permits 
for the erection of storm doors at his discre- 
tion. 

Passed an order permitting J. N. Hostet- 
ter to build a switch track across California 
avenue, north of Fulton street. 

Ordered filed and published a petition of 
the General Electric railway company for the 
passage of an ordinance introduced in the 
Council! on Oct. 12. 

Passed orders relating to track elevation 
in Rockwell street and in various streets 
between Thirty-seventh and Forty-seventh 
streets. 

Placed on file a protest of property-owners 
in Fiftieth street aguinst the passage of the 
General Electric company’s ordinance. 


The Council last evening confirmed Mayor 
Swift’s appointment of Oscar M. Torrison 
as a member of the Board of Education, 
thereby giving the Scandinavian residents 
of the city representation on the board and 
giving recognition and representation to that 
portion of the city lying north of Fulton 
street. | 

Mr. Torrison is a lawyer who has practiced 
for the last twelve years in Chicago. In 1881 
he was’ graduated at the Columbia College of 
Law. He votes in the Fifteenth Ward, resid- 
ing at No. 81 Alice court. He is President 
of the Norwegian Hospital Association and 
a member ofa number of Scandinavian 
societies. He is 36 years of age, and has 
long been interested in educational matters. 
He succeeds Max A. Drézmal, who resigned 
several months ago. 

Money for Canal Pumping Works. 

A request was received from Commissioner 
of Public Works Downey asking for an emer- 
gency appropriation of $20,000 for the op- 
eration and maintenance of the canal pump- 
ing works. The original ordinance fixed the 
appropriation at $71,220, on the basis of an 
estimate of expenses, but this was cut down 
before being passed to $53,000. The appro- 
priation has already been overdrawn in the 
sum of $1,000. The request was referred to 
the Finance committee. 

An order was passed authorizing the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to issue permits 
at his discretion for the erection of storm 
doors in the city, with the understanding 
that none are to remain after May 1, and 
that any not removed by owners prior to 
that time shall then be removed by the city. 

An ordinance was introduced by Ald. May- 
pole and passed permitting J. N. Hostetter 
to build and maintain a switch track across 
California avenue 400 feet north of Fulton 
stregt. There was objection until it was ex- 
plained that the city could compel the owner 
to elevate the track When necessary. 

A petition was presented by Ald. Powers 
from the General Electric railway company 
asking the City Council to pass the ordi- 
nance granting the company additional 
franchises which was introduced in the 
Council Oct. 12. The petition was ordered 
placed on file and published. 


Track Elevation Orders. 
Ald. O'Neill, as chairman of the special 


Committee on Track Elevation, presented 


two orders, which were passed. They were as 
follows: 

‘Ordered, That the Mayor and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works be and they are 
hereby requested and directed to notify and 
require the Metropolitan West Side Elevated 
railroad company and thé Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad company to elevate the plane 
of their tracks at Rockwell street to such 
height as shall be necessary to enable the 
Chicago and Northwestern, the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific, and the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railWay companies to 
elevate their tracks, in accordance with the 
provisions of an ordinance in that behalf 
passed by the City Council of the City of 
Chicago on the lith day of June, 1896, to the 
end that the tradks of said elevated railroad 


companies at the points crossing said Rock- 


well street shall be at a sufficient height to 
provide an elevated crossing above the 
tracks of said other railroad companies. 

“Ordered, That the Mayor and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works be and they are 
hereby requested to notify and require the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad 
company and the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railroad company to proceed, at once 
with the elevation of their tracks between 
Thirty -seventh street and Forty-seventh 
street, in the City of Chicago, in accordance 
with the provisions and requirements of an 
ordinance in relation thereto, duly passed 
by this Council July 9, 1894, and subsequent- 
ly accepted by said railroad companies re- 
spectively.”’ 

City Garbage Contracts. 

Ald. Finkler was anxious to have the Coun- 
cil pass an order directing the Commissioner 
of Public Works, Superintendent of Street 
and Alley Cleaning, and Commissioner of 
Health, when the different contracts for the 
collection and removal of city garbage ex- 
pire on Dec. 31, 1896, that they are to be re- 
rewed with the understanding that no more 
garbage of any description is to be dumped 
into any of the clayholes of the Twenty- 
sixth Ward.“ 

The Alderman could not see why Ald. 
Butler objected to the passage of this order 
on the ground that it provided for the re- 
newal of contracts. He said it did not renew 
any contracts, but was intended to keep 
garbage out of the Twenty-sixth Ward. 
The order was referred to the Finance com- 
mittee. 

A protest of the majority of the property- 
owners in Fiftieth street, between Wabash

franchise to the General Electric railway.

presented by Ald. Kent of the Thirty-sec- 
ond Ward. The petition sets forth that the 
street is occupied entirely as residence prop- 
erty, that the thoroughfare is only thirty- 
four feet wide, and that there is no need for 
the additional transportation facilities pro- 


posed. 
The petition was ordered published and 
filed 


ed. 

The Council unanimously passed an ordi- 
nance fixing the date of the next regular 
meeting of the Council at Nov. 9 at the usual 
hour.
